Justification for and Extent of Cleaning/Sanitizing Exemptions (protocol specific): 

• There is an lACUC approved protocol for up to 34 rhesus macaques that are 
exempted from cage cleaning for 72 hours following MPTP administration. During this 
reporting period, 17 animals were used on this protocol. 

• There are two lACUC approved protocols for up to 180 13-lined ground squirrels that 
are exempted from routine cage cleaning during hibernation. During this reporting 
period, 119 animals were used for this portion of the protocol. 


Justification for Cage Size Exemption (protocol specific): 

• There are lACUC approved protocols for up to 614 rhesus and 1 1 0 cynomolgus 
macaques that are exempted from the cage size requirement when a breeding pair is 
housed in a single 6.0 sq. ft. cage for up to 14 days. During this reporting period, 236 
rhesus and 5 cynomolgus macaques were paired for breeding, however only three 
breedings (involving five different animals) took place in a single 8.0 sq. ft. cage. 

• There is an lACUC approved protocol for up to 26 rhesus macaques that may be 
individually housed in indirect calorimetry chambers with inside dimensions of 75 cm x 
75 cm X 80 cm (0.45 m3) for up to 72 hours per year. For larger animals, this may not 
meet the minimum space requirement. During this reporting period, 8 of the animals 
that were used for this portion of the protocol were over 10 kg so the chamber did not 
meet the minimum space requirement. 

• There is an lACUC approved protocol for up to 34 rhesus macaques that may be 
isolated and singly housed for approximately 72 hours following MPTP administration. 
The isolation room is equipped with group 3 cages (4.3 square feet). During this 
reporting period, 9 of the animals used on this protocol, were over 10 kg so the cages 
did not meet the minimum space requirement. 


Justification for Cage Size Exemption (WNPRC animal care program specific): 

* WNPRC marmoset cages do not meet USDA standards, but in 1 992 the USDA 
granted an exemption to allow their use. This exemption is reviewed yearly by the 
lACUC of the Graduate School of the University of Wisconsin-Madison. The cages are 
much taller but have less floor space to allow for species typical behavior. 

• On September 27, 2013, a floor drain in an animal room was reported for not 
functioning properly. Further investigation by physical plant personnel revealed that 
this drain and two other drains in the room needed to be replaced. This necessitated 
emptying the room of animals to facilitate the use of a jackhammer. The animals had 
to be relocated to other rooms on the same floor because they are not Specific 
Pathogen Free and the experimental equipment that they can be trained with can only 
be used on the same floor. Subsequently, seven adult macaques weighing greater 
than 1 0 kg were temporarily relocated to cages smaller than what is mandated by the

Animal Welfare Regulations (4.3 fcand 30” high vs. 6.0 ftaand 32” high). At the next 
convened lACUC meeting, the lACUC approved the cage size exemption. The 
animals were returned to their normal housing room immediately after the repairs were 
completed.
